Howells, the novelist, died here to- 
day. At a dinner given in 'New York 
In 1912 to do honor, to William Dean 
Howells upon his 
75th 
birthday. 


William Howard Taft, then president 
of the United States, 
lauded 
the 


guest as "the greatest living Ameri- 
can writer and novelist." .' 
Mr Howells returned a few weeks 
ago from Savannah Ga., 
where he 
had spent the winter. While in the 
south, he was stricken 
with 
influ- 


enza and never had fully recovered 
from its effects. 
Has Two Children 


With Mr. Howells at the time of 
his death which 
occurred 
shortly 


after midnight, were his daughter, 
Maidred and 
:son, 
William. Mead 
Howells. both of this city. Besides 
them he issurvived by 
two sisters, 


Mrs. 
Achllle Frechette, translator.for 


the Canadian house of commons, and 
Miss Aurelia Howells, also 
o£ Ot- 
tawa, and a brother, S. D. Howells, 
Washington. 
> 
Funeral services will be held 
at 
the church of the Ascension here at 
10:30 
tomorrow. 
Burial will be in 


Cambridge, Mass., where much 
of 
Mr. Howells' literary work was per- 
formed. 
, . 
He was. the dean of American let- 
ters; poet, essayist, dramatist and 
editor, as well as a weaver of fic- 
tion. 


Publishes 71 Volumes. 


Beginning his first book, "Poems 


of Two Friends," just 
before 
the 


'Civil war, Mr Howells 
had 
com- 


pleted and published 71 volumes at 
the time of his death, besides acting 
as editor of various 
publications, 


crossing the ocean 18 times in search 
of material for his novels, and writ- 
Ing essays, criticisms and magazine 
articles.'

Born In Martin's Ferry. Ohio. In 


1837, 
he served his literary appren- 


ticeship as a compositor, 
reporter 
and editor on his 
father's 
news- 


paper. 
At the age of 24 he was appoint- 


ed by President Lincoln as United 
States consul at Venice. 
He com- 
bined his consular duties with liter- 
ary work, and produced his cele- 
brated book: "Venetian Life." 


"Writes for Newspapers 


Four years later, in 1805. he came 
to New York with his wife, who was 
Elinor G. Mead of 
Vermont 
and 
whom he had married in Paris in 
1862. 
For two years he wrote edi- 
torials for the New York Nation, the 
Times and the Tribune, and then 
moved to Boston,.' where as assistant 
editor he began his association with 
.the Atlantic 
Monthly, succeeding 
James Russell Lowell as editor in 
1872 
At the age of 44 he retired to 
devote himself to his novels, which 
he produced for many years at the 
rate of two a year. 
When 50 years old, Mr. Howells 
found time to become contributing 
editor and later writer for the "Edi- 
tor's Easy Chair" 
department 
in 
Harper's Magazine. For a brief per- 
iod he acted as editor of the Cos- 
mopolitan.' .

4,000 men at San Marcos, 27 miles 
north of Puebla. 
Rebels Claim Capture.. 


On the' other hand revolutionary 
leaders are claiming that Carranza 
has been made captive at a point 
near 
Apizaco, state 
of 
Hidalgo. 
These reports gave few details of 
the capture except to declare that 
the entire convoy had been taken 
with the president, that 
Generals- 


•Murguia Orquizo and Barragan who 
were with him had been executed 
and another general wounded. 
Carranza's Life Spared 
It was added tliat President Car- 
ranza had been ordered returned to 
Mexico City with all consideration, 
and that none of his party was to 
be killed or mistreated. 
It would appear, even presuppos- 
ing the accuracy of the reports that 
Carranza is still at'liberty, that the 
situation he finds himself in, accord- 
ing to Vera Cruz advices, is precar- 
ious. 
It is announced that govern- 


ment troops in Vera Cruz have re- 
volted and gone over to the revolu- 
tionists, making that state apparent- 
ly no longer a safe refuge for the

the republican national meeting at Chicago, no 
man has even a- long lead with instructed dele- 
gates. Gen. Wood can number but 119, and-Sen- 
ator Johnson 102, pledged to the last 
ditch. 


There are 431 uninstructed delegates, and these 
men are certain to name the next candidate for 
president. Who he is, where he is from, is still a 
matter of conjecture. Senator Polndexter has the 
14 from/Washington, Senator Harding the 39 from 
Ohio, Jind Wisconsin has 24 for LaFollette for 
anything he may want or ask. There are other 
scattering votes.

The president, moreover has 
anticipated the democratic national convention by 
askins the Oregon democrats to blaze the way-by 
a declaration in their platform and by their votes 
in the approaching primary.
